I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Twentieth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Borough,  and 
on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  dor  the  year  1923. 

The  death-rate  was  13‘8  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  lowest 
on  record.  The  infant  mortality  was  ajlso  the  lowest  on  record,  being 
98  per  1,000  births. 

It  is  again  satisfactory  to  have  to  record  the  death-rate  of  children 
under  the  age  of  one  year  attending1  the  Centres  isi  very  low.  Two 
new  Centres  have  been  opened 'during  the  year,  namely,  one  at  Ravens- 
worth  Street  and  an  extra  session  at  Lambton  Street. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  and  co-operation 
of  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  ;  also  the  Assist.  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Thorp,  Chief 
Inspector  Pennook,  and  the  staff  of  my  department,  and  of  my 
colleagues  in  the  other  departments  of  the  Corporation,  toi  whom  I 
tender  my  sincere  thanks.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

It  is  customary  to  give  the  death-rate  from  what  are  called  the 
Zymotic  Diseases.  The  seven  principal  Zymotics  are : — Smallpox, 
Whooping  Cough,  Measles,  Diarrhoea,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  and 
Scarlet  Fever.  In  1923  the  death-rate  from  these  amounted  to  only 
1’41  per  1,000'  of  the  population,  compared  with  1'98,  the  average  of 
the  previous  ten  years,  being  a  decrease  of  over  28%.

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DRINKING  WATER,. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  considerable  improvement  in  the  bacillus 
coli  content  of  the  samples  of  drinking  water  which  have  been  sub¬ 
mitted  from  time  to  time  to  the  Bacteriologist.  There  was  again 
an  improvement  in  Class  I.  (that  containing  no  bacillus  coli  in  100  c.c., 
i.e.,  in  about  4  fluid  ounces),  this  classi  being  25%  better  than  during 
the  previous  year.  There  were  eight  instances,  out  of  200  samples, 
where  the  bacillus  was  found  in  Class  IV.  (i.e.,  in  1  c.c.  =  17  drops), 
the  percentage  being  TO1  compared  with  l'l  in  the  previous  year.

ACTION  TAKEN  UNDER,  SECTION  33  OF  THE  SUNDERLAND 
CORPORATION  ACT,  1907,  PART  V.,  MILK  SUPPLY 

(TUBERCULOSIS). 

Eleven  samples  of  milk  taken,  by  the  Inspectors  in  the  Borough 
were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli  on  examination  by  the  Bacteri¬ 
ologist  : — 

1.  This  sample  was  from  a  farm  outside  the  Borough.  Mr. 
Dudgeon,  M.R.C'.V.S.,  examined  the  udders  of  18  cows  and  found  one 
which  was,  in  his  opinion,  suspicious  of  being  affected  with  Tuber¬ 
culosis.  The  farmer  appeared  before  the  Health  Committee  and  gave 
an  undertaking  in  writing  not  to*  send  milk  into  the  Borough  from 
this  cow. 

2.  From  a  farm  outside  the  Borough.  Mr.  Dudgeon  examined 
the  udders  of  28  cows  and  found  two  suspicious  of  being  affected  with 
Tuberculosis.  Farmer  appeared  before  the  Health  Committee  and 
signed  an  undertaking!  not  to  send  milk  into  the  Borough  from  these 
two  cows. 
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3.  From  a,  farm  within  the  Borough.  Mr.  Dudgeon  inspected  the 
udders  of  15  co*ws  and  found  on©  suspicious  of  Tuberculosis.  An 
undertaking  in  writing  was  obtained  as  in  the  former  cases. 

4.  From  a  farm  outside  the  Borough.  Mr.  Dudgeon  examined  the 
udders  of  36  cows  and  found  one  suspicious  cow  but  the  evidence  was 
insufficient  to  enable  him.  to  certify  that  the  animal  was  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis.  A  further  sample  of  milk  was  obtained  from  this  .cow 
and  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist,  the  result  being  negative. 

5.  From  a  farm  outside  the  Borough.  Mr.  Dudgeon  examined  the 
udders  of  11  cows  but  could  not  find  any  signs  of  Tuberculosis  of  the 
udder. 

6.  From  a  farm  outside  the  Borough.  Mr.  Dudgeon  examined  the 
udders  of  28  cows  but  could  not  detect  any  symptoms  of  Tuberculosis 
of  the  udder. 


7.  From  a  farm  outside  the  Borough.  Mr.  Dudgeon  examined  the 
udders  of  11  cows  and  found  one  which  was  in  his  opinion  suspicious 
of  being  affected  with  Tuberculosis.  The  farmer  gave  an  undertaking 
in  writing  not  to  send  any  milk  from  this  cow  into  the  Borough. 


8.  From  a  farm  outside  the  Borough.  There  were  21  cows,  one 
of  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  vet.,  was  suspicious  of  being  affected 
with  Tuberculosis.  Farmer  gave  a  written  undertaking  not  to  send 
milk  into  the  Borough  from  this  cow. 

9.  From  a  farm  outside  the  Borough.  Mr.  Dudgeon  examined  the 
udders  of  21  cows  but  could  not  detect  anything. 

10.  The  milk  was  sent  in  by  rail  to  a,  large  local  Dairy  Company. 
The  M.O.H.  in  which  the  farm  was  situated,  and  also  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  were  communicated  with. 

11.  From  a  farm  within  the  Borough.  Mr.  Dudgeon  examined  the 
udders  of  19  cows  and  found  one  suspicious  of  being  affected  with 
Tuberculosis.  The  usual  undertaking  in  writing  was  obtained  from 
the  farmer.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  WORK. 


COMMENTS  BY  DR.  E.  THORP  ON  TILE  INFANTS’ 

CONSULTATIONS. 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


Sir, 

Infant  consultations  remain  popular,  the  number  attending 
steadily  increasing.  The  chief  ailments  coming  under  review  were 
bronchitis,  indigestion,  marasmus,  and  rickets.  Bronchitis  is  still 
our  great  enemy  and  my  remarks  of  last  year  cannot  astyet  be  modified. 

A  number  of  children  suffering  from  the  effects  of  the  above- 
mentioned  diseases  were  admitted  to  the  Borough  Sanatorium  at 
various  periods  of  the  year  when  beds  were  available,  and  many  of 
these  derived  great  benefit  on  removal  from  overcrowded  homes  to 
comfortable  wards  where  they  were  well  looked  after.  Such  cases, 
on  account  of  their  chronic  nature,  cannot  get  into  ordinary  hospitals 
where  the  pressure  of  the  waiting  list  is  great.  A  month  or  so  with 
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regular  and  good  feeding,  combined  with  sufficient  rest,  often  works 
wonders  for  an  invalided  child. 

Mothers  like  the  children  to  be  under  the  care  of  their  centre 
doctor,  and  many  tell  us  with  gratitude  that  the  child  11  never'  looked 
back  ”  after  coming  out  of  the  Sanatorium. 

Requests  for  admission  to  the  baby  ward,  when  it  is  open,  are 
more  numerous  than  can  be  sanctioned. 

I  regret  that  there  is  no>  Ear  Department  in  the  town,  and  that 
treatment  cannot  be  obtained  for  the  numerous  discharging  ears  that 
we  see.  It  is  quite  common  to<  find  such  ears  in  babies  from  six  weeks 
old  upwards,  most  of  whom  for  want  of  treatment  will  have  some 
degree  of  deafness  throughout  their  lives.  Miss  Gill  has  again 
allowed  her  nurses  to-  instruct  the  more  intelligent  mothers  in  the  use 
of  the  ear  syringe,  but  the  number  of  cases  referred  to  her  are 
already  too  great  for  much  to  be  done.  A  clinic  or  an  out-patient 
department  is  urgently  required. 

Teeth.  Examples  of  intensive  dental  decay  may  be  found  in  all 
the  centres  amongst  the  “toddlers” — children  varying  from  two  to 
four.  Here  again  it  is  very  difficult  to  do  much ;  and  dentists  will 
very  seldom  extract  small  children's  teeth.  Such  defective  teeth  are 
frequently  a  menace  to  the  child’s  health  and  may  be  a.  cause  of  some 
of  the  discharging:  ears.  Conservative  dentistry  would  save  many 
of  the  defective  teeth  and  the  infection  of  neighbouring  ones. 
Mothers  generally  are  aware  of  this  and  are  anxious  to  know  of 
dentists  who  would  deal  with  their  children.  Many  of  the  mothers

themselves  require  dental  treatment,  the  cost  of  which  is  quite  beyond 
their  means. 

Ante-natal  and  post-natal  work  is  growing  steadily,  the  new 
ante-natal  centre  at  Lambton  Street  being  very  popular.

REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  MIDWIVES  AND 
SUPERINTENDENT  HEALTH  VISITOR. 


Sir, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  work  done  in  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department  during  1923. 
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Changes  on  the  Staff.  Your  Health  Visitor,  Mrs.  Steel,  who 
was  on  the  staff  eight  years,  left  in  June  to  become  Superintendent 
Health  Visitor  at  Burton-on- Trent.  Miss  Stacey,  with  five  years’ 
service,  left  in  April  to*  be  married.  Miss  Burn  and  Mrs.  Thompson 
were  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancies  thus  created.  In  April,  Miss 
Harrison  was  appointed  Child  Welfare  Clerk. 

Notification  of  Births  Act.  Table  on  page  20  shows  the  extent 
of  each  Health  Visitor’s  work  under  this  Act.  Other  visits  made 
include  the  following  : — Influenza,  Pneumonia:,  Measles,  Chicken  Pox, 
Diarrhoea,,  Whooping  Cough,  Mumps,  Boarded-out  Children  under  the 
Children’s  Act,  Expectant  Mothers,  Necessitous  Cases.  On  four  after¬ 
noons  a,  week,  three  to  seven  of  your  staff  are  engaged  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  and  Ante-Natal  Clinic.  Owing  to  the  great  amount  of 
unemployment  it  has  been  a,  strenuous  year  for  this  Department. 
Expectant  mother's,  nursing  mothers,  and  children  under  two  years 
needing  extra  nourishment,  have  been  dealt  with  in  increasing  large 
numbers.  It  ha,s  often  happened  that  over  80  people  have  been 
attended  to  at  thei  Health  Office  at  the  morning  session.  Grants  of 
dried  milk,  fresh  milk,  oatmeal,  rice,  barley,  cod  liver  oil,  and  dinners 
have  undoubtedly  helped  to  reduce  the  infant  death-rate,  it  being 
the  lowest  on  record  for  this  Borough. 

Careful  investigation  is  made  of  all  applicants  for  help*.  A  grant- 
card,  for  weekly  supplies,  is  given,  the  card  lasting'!  one  month.  These 
cards  are  renewed  only  after  enquiry  is  made  and  thei  Health  Visitor 
satisfied  that  the  applicant  is  still  eligible.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
some  500  necessitous  people  were  receiving  weekly  supplies  of  nour¬ 
ishment.  The  whole  of  this  work  is  done  by  your  staff,  with  the  kind 
assistance  of  the  voluntary  workers  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 
No  extra  expense  has  been  necessary  tot  administer  this:  scheme. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres.  In  April  a  new  system  of  card  index 
was  initiated  and  a,  lady  clerk  appointed  who:  is  responsible  for  this 
branch  of  the  work.  It  has  given  uniformity  of  method  and  greatly 
simplified  the  work  of  keeping  the  necessary  records. 

Owing  to  the  great  overcrowding  at  several  of  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  it  was  felt  that  the  object  for  which  the  Centres  stand  was 
being,  defeated.  Often  100'  mothers  with  babies  and  toddlers  were 
crowded  into  a  building  intended  to  hold  one-half  this  number.  To 
relieve  the  situation  a  new  Centre  was  opened  in  Kavensworth  Street 
Mission  and  an  extra,  session  held  a,t  Lambton  Street  Centre.  At 
the  end  of  the  year,  however,  the  problem  was  again  acute.  The 
popularity  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  is  unoon  testable.  The 
Health  Visitor  for  the  district  is  always  in  attendance,  and  an  extra 
one  when  necessary.  The  doctor’s  consultation,  held  every  alternate 
week,  is  a  great  boon  to  the  mothers  seeking  advice,  and  they  greatly 
appreciate  the  kind  (consideration  given  to  thiem  and  their 
children.  Again  we  must  express  our  gratitude  for  the  valuable  help 
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given  by  Miss  Gill,  the  Superintendent  District  Nurse,  and  her  stall, 
to  children  needing  treatment  during  the  year.  There  have 
been  105  cases  referred  to  her  by  the  doctor  from  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres,  and  treatment  given  for  running  ears,  sores,  worms,  etc. 
The  voluntary  workers  also  have  been  most  loyal  to*  the  work  to 
which  they  have  committed  themselves.  When  minor  differences 
have  arisen,  the  cause  has  invariably  been  found  in  an  earnest  desire 
for  the  proper  conduct  and  success  of  our  Infant  Welfare  work. 
Between  your  staff  and  the  voluntary  workers  there  is  always  unity 
of  purpose. 


The  Table  on  page  18  will  give  the  numerical  importance  and  the 
work  of  your  ten  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

Hospital  Treatment.  Many  applications:  were  made  by  medical 
practitioners  and  parents  for  children  to  be  admitted  to  the  Borough 
Sanatorium  who  were  i'll,  suffering  from  influenza,  diarrhoea,  measles, 
etc.  In  case®  when  the  patient  could  not  receive  adequate  care  owing 
to  illness  of  mother,  or  great  poverty,  these'  were  admitted  and  the 
length  of  stay  varied  from  a  week  to-  a,  month.  On  the  discharge  of 
the  child,  the  Health  Visitor  has  kept  supervision,  giving  the  necessary 
after-care  to  the  case. 

Ante-Natal.  More  ante-natal  work  has  been  done  than  in  any 
previous  year.  The  weekly  clinic  has  been  held  at  the  Maternity 
Home  by  Dr.  Thorp'.  A  second  session  was  opened  at  the  Lambton 
Street  Infant  Welfare  Centre.  A  Health  Visitor  is  in  charge,  and 
your  staff  recommend  expectant  mothers,  as  they  meet  them  in  the 
district,  to  avail  themselves-  of  the  privilege  of  medical  advice.  The 
Midwivesi,  too,  are:  sending  their  cases.  They  themselves  are  being 
gradually  educated  toi  the:  importance  of  ante-natal  work.  To  the 
expectant  mother  an  ante-natal  visit  is  a  new  idea,  and  is  not  always 
acceptable.  Like  health-visiting  twenty  years  ago,  it  is  pioneer 
work.  The  idea.,  however,  is  slowly  but  most  assuredly  gaining 
ground,  and  the  expectant  mother  is  not  nearly  SO'  reticent  in  speaking 
of  the  things  that  concern  her  and  her  unborn  child  as-  she  was  even 
a  year  ago. 

The  Midwives  Act.  There  were  38  Midwives  who  notified  their 
intention  to  practice  during  1923.  Of  these,  26  were  independent 
Midwivesi,  7  were  District  Nurses  and  5  were  on  the  staff  of  the 
Maternity  Home.  The  number  of  cases,  attended  by  Midwives  was 
3,071,  which  is  equal  to  76%  of  the  births  registered. 

In  July,  Mrs.  Eales,  the  Municipal  Midwife,  left  the  town  for 
Canada.,  and  Mrs.  Wright  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

In  September,  Mrs.  Whitfield,  an  aged  but  very  popular  Midwife, 
suddenly  became  blind  and  had  to  give  up  practice.  As  there  are 
three  trained  Midwives  within  five  minutes  walk  of  Mrs.  Whitfield’s 
home,  the  district  is  well  served  and  does  not  in  any  way  suffer 
because  of  Mrs.  Whitfield’s  retirement. 
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Mrs.  Willisi  left  the  town  to  become  Matron  of  a  Children's  Home. 
As  her  practice  was  very  meagre,  it  was  easily  absorbed  into  the 
practice  of  a  neighbouring  Midwife. 

There  were  received  from  the  Mid  wives  563  records  of  sending  for 
medical  help.  The  Table  on  page  19  shows  the  cause  for  which,  help 
was  needed,  and  the  extent  of  each  Midwife’s  practice  is  set  out. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  The  number  of  notifications  of  this 
disease  isi  still  large.  Of  the  91  cases  reported  to*  you  59  occurred  in 
the  practice  of  the  Midwives.  But  again  we  have  to  say  that  the 
trouble  is  more  apparent  than  real.  The  Midwives  err  on  the  side 
of  carefulness.  Most  of  the  cases  clear  up  after  a  few  days’  treat¬ 
ment.  We  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  service  rendered  to  the 
infant  life  of  this  Borough  by  the  staff  of  the  Sunderland  Eye 
Infirmary.  Of  the  91  cases,  only  one  child  has  impaired  sight  as  the 
result  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  This  was  one  of  twins,  both 
children  having  developed  the  disease,  and  both  were  put  under  treat¬ 
ment  as  soon  as  possible. 

Puerperal  Fever.  There  were  eight  cases  notified  during  1923. 
One  occurred  in  the  practice  of  a  Midwife.  As  the  home  conditions 
of  this  patient  were  very  bad,  she  was  removed  to  Highfield  Hospital. 


Inspection. — The  Inspector  paid  236  visits.  Of  these  58  were 
paid  to  Midwives  for  the  purpose  of  inspection,  and  there  were  63 
paid  to  Midwives’  cases.  These  were  for  inquiry  intoi  the  cause  of 
illness  of  mother  or  child,  still-births  and  necessitous  cases.  Every 
needy  mother  has  received,  during  the  first  month  after  confinement, 
weekly  grants  of  dried  milk,  barley,  rice  and  oatmeal.  Many,  too, 
have  received  warm  and  suitable  garments,  especially  for  the  baby. 
No  case  has  been  refused  where  help  was  necessary.  There  were  also 
115  visits  that  (needed  special  enquiries,  such  as  child  neglect,  in¬ 
sanitary  conditions,  and  overcrowding. 

The  Midwives’  Association.  The  meetings  have  been  held 
monthly,  and  the  interest  of  its  members  never  wanes.  Helpful 
discussions  have  taken  place  on  subjects  of  mutual  interest.  The 
Medical  Aid  Fund  contrives  to  be  helpful.  The  Midwives  paid  into 
this  fund  <£144  12s,  6d.  and  received  out  £130  3s.  0d.,  leaving  ai  credit 
balance  of  £14  9s.  6d.  on  the  year’s  working.

Comparing  the  death-rate  of  1873  wiith  that  of  1923',  there  is  a  saving 
of  life  on  the  1923  population  of  1,492  persons. 
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CAUSES  SHOWING  AN  INCREASED  DEATH-RATE  AS 
COMPARED  WITH  THE  AVERAGE  OF  THE  10 
PREVIOUS  YEARS:— 

Measles. — The  increase  was  only  O' 7%  and  may  therefor©  be 
disregarded.  There  were  75  deaths,  with  a-  death-rate  of  0’46  per 
1,000. 

Whooping  Cough. — There  were  68  deaths,  the  death-rate  being 
O' 41  per  1,000,  an  increase  of  58%. 

Cancer. — There  were  178  deaths  from  Cancer,  in  all  its  forms, 
in  1923,  the  death-rate  being  DOS  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
Although  the  death-rate  (from  Gander  in  1923  was  5%  above 
the  ten  years’  average,  the  death-rate  has  been  decreasing  since 
1917  so  far  as  Sunderland  is  concerned;  in  1922  it  was  1*27  per  1,000; 
in  1923,  DOS  per  1,000,  a  decrease,  when  compared  with  the  former 
year,  of  15%. 

Diabetes  Mellitus  caused  16  deaths,  the  death-rate  being 
practically  the  same  as  the  average. 

Diseases  of  the  Circulatory  System. — These  include  all  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  great  vessels.  There  were  304  deaths,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  D85,  which  is  7^%  higher  than  the  average. 

Suicidal  Deaths,  of  which  there  were  24,  compared  with  the 
average  of  1 1  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

Diseases  of  the  Bl adder  &  Prostate  caused  14  deaths  compared 
with  8,  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH  WHICH  SHOWED  A  REDUCED  DEATH-RATE 
DURING  THE  YEAR  1923,  COMPARED  WITH  THE 
AVERAGE  OF  THE  PREVIOUS  TEN 
YEARS : — 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  325  of  causes  notified,  making  a.n 
attack-rate  per  1,000  of  the  inhabitants  D98,  or  O' 65  per  1,000  less 
than  during"  the  previous  year.  The  death-rate  was  0'02  per  1,000, 
being  a  slightly  reduced  mortality,  viz.,  O' 6%. 
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Influenza. — There  were  only  9  deaths  from,  thisi  disease,  causing 
a,  death-rate  of  0* 05  per  1,000,  which  is  a  reduction  of  93%  on  the 
average. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  68  notifications,  as  compared  with  46 
during  the  previous  year,  and  5  deaths.  The  death  rate  per  1,000 
was  the  same,  viz.,  0*03.  In  view  of  the  attack-rate  per  1,000  being 
increased  by  46%  this  is  satisfactory ;  the  case  fatality  was  also 
reduced  from  10' 9  to  7* 5%. 

Enteric  F'ever. — There  were  only  2  deaths  from  this  disease,  the 
death-rate  being  0*01,  exactly  the  average.  There  were  10  notifica¬ 
tions,  an  increase  of  7  on  the  previous  year. 

Diarrhcea  &  Enteritis. — 78  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  this 
cause,  the  death-rate  being  0*41  per  1,000.  On  the  ten  years’  average 
this  is  a  reduction  of  33%. 


Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs. — There  were  179  deaths,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  1*09  per  1,000  of  the  inhabitants,  being  ai  reduction  of 
over  15%.  on  the  ten  years’  average,  but  an  increase  of  9%  on  the 
PREVIOUS  YEAR, 

All  Tuberculous  Diseases. — There  were  235  deaths  registered 
as  due  to  all  tuberculous;  diseases,  including  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs. 
This  gives  a  death-rate  of  1*43  per  1,000  of  the  inhabitants,  a  reduced 
mortality  of  21%  compared  with  the  ten  years’  average,  but  an 
INCREASE  OF  6*7%  COMPARED  WITH  THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR. 

The  figures  relating  to  Tuberculosis  are  disappointing,  although 
one  cannot  be  surprised  when  one  considers  the  amount  of  distress 
which  has  been  felt  during  the  last  few  year's,  insufficient  food,  over¬ 
crowding,  houses  congested  and  crowded  on  area  without  sufficient 
aif-space* — these  are  some  of  the  factors  which  favour  the  development 
and  spread  of  Tuberculosis.  Reference  to  the*  Table’  showing  the 
death-rates  of  the  Principal  Diseases  in  the  various  Wards  of  the 
Borough  will  make  it  evident  that  the  death-rate  from  Tuberculous 
diseases  is  highest  where  the  houses  are*  most  crowded  on  area,  with 
deficient  ventilation.  Enormous  re-construction  schemes  are*  required 
in  many  districts,  but  these  cannot  be  undertaken  until  provision  can 
be  made  for  the  families  displaced.  The  same  remarks  will  apply  to 
other  respiratory  diseases. — better  housing,  better  food,  better  living. 

Old  Age. — The  death-rate  for  this  condition  is  0*54  per  1,000 
for  1923,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  death-rate  from  this 
cause  hasi  been  reduced  53%  below  the  average  of  the*  previous  ten 
years.  In  1922,  there  were  living  at  the  “old-age”  period  7,654 
persons;  their  death-rate  was  16*7  per  1,000';  in  1923,  there  were 
living  at  this  period  7,706  persons,  and  the  death-rate  fell  to  11*5 
per  1,000. 
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Meningitis. — From  non- tuberculous  Meningitis  there  were  19 
deaths,  with  a  death-rate  of  O' 11  per  1,000,  being  a  reduced  mortality 
of  over  47%  compared  with  the  average. 

Apoplexy. — This  caused  117  deaths,  with  a  death-rate  of  0‘71 
per  1,000.  During  the  previous  year  there  were  131  deaths,  with  a 
mortality  of  0r 8 O'  per  1,000.  The  1923  figures  are  9*%  below  the 
average. 


Diseases  op  the  Nervous  System. — These  include  Apoplexy 
(cerebral  haemorrhage),  Diseases  of  the  Brain  and  Spinal  Cord, 
Paralysis,  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Convulsions,  Insanity,  Chorea, 
Laryngismus  Stridulus,  Locomotor  Ataxiai,  and  other  and  ill-defined 
diseases  of  the  nervous  system.  In  1923,  210  persons  died  from 
diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  causing  a  death-rate  of  1'28  per  1,000. 
This  is  9 '2%  lower  than  in  1922,  20%  below  the  ten  years’  average, 
and  the  lowest  on  record  during  the  last  fifty  years. 

Diseases  op  the  Respiratory  System. — These  include  all  diseases 
of  the  lungsi,  etc.,  except  Tuberculoisis  of  the  'lungs.  There  were  488 
deaths  registered  as  due  to  these  diseases,  and  the  death-rate  was 
2'97  per  1,000  of  the  population,  being  2 9 ' 4%  below  the  ten  years’ 
average  and  also  the  lowest  for  50  years. 

Acute  Bronchitis  (included  amongst  the  Respiratory  diseases). 
There  were  208  deaths,  with  a  death-rate  of  1’27  per  1,000  ;  this  is 
34'9*%  below  the  average,  and  also  the  lowest  for  50  years. 

Pneumonia  (included  in  Respiratory).  There  were  211  deaths, 
making  a  death-rate  of  1'29  per  1,000.  This  death-rate  was  28% 
below  the  average  and  the  lowest  for  501  years. 

Diseases  of  the  Alimentary  System. — These  include  affections 
of  the  mouth,  stomach,  intestines,  liver,  etc,,  and  were  responsible  for 
80  deaths,  the  death-rate  being  O' 49  per  1,000,  and  21%  below  the 
average. 


Bright’s  Disease  (of  the  kidneys)  caused  60  deaths,  making  a 
death-rate  of  O'* 3 6  per  1,000,  being  10%  below  the  average. 

Puerperal  F'ever. — It  is  satisfactory  to  have  to  record  that  there 
was  only  one  death  from  Puerperal  Fever.  The  death-rate  was  0  25 
per  1,000  births  and  over  65%  below  the  average. 

Diseases  of  Childbirth  &  Pregnancy  (including  Puerperal  Fever). 
There  were  14  deaths,  with  a  mortality  of  3' 47  per  1,000  births;  this 
is  11 '5%  below  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years. 
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COMPARISON  OF  WARD  DEATH-RATES, 

Comparing  the  death-rates  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages  in 
the  Wards  of  the  Borough,  it  is  satisfactory  to  have  to  record  that 
■all  but  three  showed  a  decrease  for  the  year  1923  when  compared 
with  those  of  1922. 


Wards  showing  a  Decrease  : — B ish opwearmouth ,  1 1%  ;  Central, 
12%;  East,  12)%;  Hendon,  6%;  Park,  8%;  Sunderland,  22%;  Bridge, 
21%;  Deptford,  30)%;  Pallion,  9%;  St.  MichaePisi,  8%;  Thornhill, 
14%;  Colliery,  7%;  and  Roker,  26%. 


Wards  showing  increased  Death-Rate  : — Monkwearnaouth- Shore, 
14%;  West,  9%;  Monk  wt  ear  mouth  ,  5%. 


Reference  to  the  Ward  Tables  will  show  that  both  Monkwear- 
mouth  and  Monkwearmouth  Shore  Wards  have  an  unenviable  record 
for  the  year  1923;  the  former  having  an  infantile  mortality  of  126 
per  1,000  births  and  36'8  per  1,000'  for  diarrhoeal  diseases;  the  death- 
rate  from  all  causes  being  19' 7.  The  latter,  Monkwearmouth -Shore 
Ward,  had  an  infantile  mortality  of  196  per  1,000  births  and  a 
Diarrhoea  death-rate  of  48  per  1,000  births,  with  Atrophy,  Bronchitis 
and  Pneumonia  above  the  average  in  infants,  although  the  general 
death-rate  at  all  ages  was  only  15  per  1,000.  Monkwearmouth- Shore 
Ward  has  a  density  of  150'  persons  to  the  acre;  Monkwearmouth  Ward 
has  a  density  of  only  38  to  the  acre.  Whilst  about  half  the  areai  of 
the  latter  Ward  consists  of  open  space,  there  is  a  good  deal  of  con¬ 
gestion  on  the  land  occupied  by  houses.  Monkwearmouth  Ward  has 
the  great  advantages  of  an  extensive  river  frontage,  and  is  open  to 
the  sea  breezes,  so  that  the  health  of  this  Ward  ought  to  be  very  much 
better  than  is  shown,  by  the  records. 


Central  Ward. — It  will  be  observed  from  the  Tables  that  though 
the  density  per  acre  is  fourth  from  the  highest,  yet  the  Ward,  has  the 
highest  death-rate,  20'0  per  1,000,  and  is  the  worst  for  Tuberculosis 
and  nearly  so  for  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis.  It  is  in  this  Ward  that 
demolition  of  insanitary  property  must  be  begun  when  provision  can 
be  made  for  re-housing  the  persons  displaced.  In  1919  I  had  an 
enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  made  of  what  I  considered  to  be  the 
worst  area  in  this  Ward.  Approximately,  the  extent  of  that  area  is 
14  acres,  having  298  houses  and  a  population  of  over  2,800'  persons. 
In  the  year  1920  the  death-rate  of  that  area  was  30'4  per  1,000. 
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The  following  Table  shows  the  Principle  Causes  of  Death  at  all 
agesi,  the  number  and  the>  death-rate  per  1,000  living  for  the  year 
1923,  compared  with  the  average  death-rate  for  the  ten  previous

For  the  first  time  on  record  the  infantile  mortality  has  fallen 
below  one  hundred,  viz.,  98  per  1,000  births;  this  is  7  per  1,000  lower 
than  in  1922,  and  23%  below  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years. 


Measles. — There  were  15  deaths  from  Measles,  causing  a  death- 
rate  of  3' 72  per  1,000  births,  compared  with  the  average  of  2‘54. 


Whooping  Cough. — There  were  38  deaths  of  infants  due  to  this 
disease,  making  a  death-rate  of  9'42  per  1,000  births;  the  average 
for  the  previous  ten  years  was  3' 74. 


Erysipelas  is  rare  in  infants,  and  there  were  only  2  deaths. 
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All  Tuberculous  Diseases. — While  the  deaths  were  only  6,  and 
the  death-rate  1  ’ 49  per  1,000  birth®,  this  figure  exceeded  the  death- 
rate  of  the  previous  year  by  042  per  1,000'.  But  for  the  extensive 
use  of  dried  milk  for  infants,  I  have  noi  doubt  that  the  death-rate 
would  have  been  higher  still. 

Diarrhoba  &  Enteritis  caused  50  deaths,  the  death-rate  being 
124  per  1,000,  compared  with  7' 94  per  1,000'  for  the  previous  year, 
but  still  well  below  the  average. 

There  were  only  3  cases  of  injury  at  birth  causing  death  of  the 
infant,  and  8  of  Atelectasis  (non-inflation  of  the  lung's).  The  latter 
condition  was  more  than  twice  a>si  prevalent  than  in  1922,  and 
considerably  above  the  average.  Deaths  due  to  Congenital  Malforma¬ 
tion  were  about  13%  above  the  average. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH  IN  WHICH  THE  DEATH-RATE,  WAS 
REDUCED,  IN  INFANTS,  IN  1923  : — - 

Meningitis  caused  only  2  deaths,  equal  to  a  quarter  of  the 
average  death-rate,  the  death-rate  for  1923  being  O' 5  per  1,000 
births. 

The  deathi-rate  from  'Convulsions  fell  from  3* 22  in  1922  to 
F98  in  1923,  the  average  rate  being  458.  This  is  a  great  improve¬ 
ment. 


Bronchitis  was  responsible  for  67  deaths,  causing:  a  death-rate 
of  16'62  for  1923,  a®  against  23'80'  for  the  year  and  20*37,  the  average 
rate  for  ten  previous  years. 

Pneumonia. — This  also*  showed  a  reduced  death-rate.  There 
were  32  deaths,  making  a,  mortality  of  7’93  per  1,000  as  compared 
with  10' 30  pei1  1,000  for  the  previous  year,  and  .1146,  fjhe  average. 

Gastritis. — There  were  only  2  deaths  registered  asi  duei  to-  this 
cause,  the  death-rate  being  O' 5,  compared  with  the  average  rate  of 

1'58. 


Syphilis. — The  deaths  were  somewhat  fewer  than  during  the 
previous  year,  9  being  registered  as  such,  the  death-rate  being  2' 23. 
In  1922  it  was  2' 79,  and  the  average  was  2  per  1,000. 

There'  was  only  one  death  registered  asi  due  to*  Rickets. 

Atrophy,  Debility  A  Marasmus. — There,  were  41  deaths  registered 
as  due  to  these,  conditions,  making  a,  death-rate  of  1047,  compared 
with  11 '58  for  the  previous  year,  but  48%  below  the  average. 

Suffocation  (Over-laying). — These  deaths  do  not  occur  with 
anything  like  the  frequency  of  former  years,.  There  was  only  one 
death  from  this  cause  in  1923.

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REPORT  ON  V.D.  CLINIC  FOR  1923. 

There'  is  a  decrease  of  80  in  the  number  of  new  oases,  of  Syphilis 
dealt  with  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  64 
Gonorrhoea  cases,  and  an  increase  of  40  non-V.D.  cases. 

The  number  of  patients  who  ceased  to  attend  before  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  treatment  and  observation  is  much  less  than  in  the  previous 
year.  I  attribute  the  marked  improvement  in  the  attendance  of 
Gonorrhoea  patients  to  closer  supervision,  the  patients  being  seen  by 
the  Medical  Officer  at  shorter  intervals.  Of  the  patients  who  attended 
regularly  26%  were  discharged  after  treatment  and  observation  for 
Syphilis,  and  47%  were  discharged  after  treatment  for  Gonorrhoea. 

An  ante-natal  session,  for  pregnant  women  suffering  from  V.D., 
has  been  started  and  already  12  patients  are  attending  regularly  for 
treatment.  The  result  of  treatment  of  this  class  of  case  continues  to 
be  particularly  good  :  8  casiesi  of  Syphilis  in  pregnant  women,  5  cases 
of  Syphilis  and  Gonorrhoea,  and  4  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  were  dealt 
with  during1  the  year. 

Of  the  resulting  13  children  of  Syphilitic  mothers,  one  had  a 
very  weak  positive  Washerman  reaction,  the  rest  had  negative 
reactions  and  were  perfectly  healthy. 

None  of  the  children  of  Gonorrhoea  patients  suffered  from 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Of  12  children  of  syphilitic  mothers  born  in  1922,  11  have 
remained  well  and  show  negative  Wasserman  reactions,  one  had  a 
weak  positive  reaction  at  the  sixth  month,  and  received  treatment. 

Twenty-five  cases  were  sent  to.  the  Centre  by  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  officials,  of  which  3  were  cases  of  Syphilis,  1  of  Syphilis  and 
Gonorrhoea,  7  of  Gonorrhoea,  the  remaining  l4  were  non-V.D. 

Five  cases  were  sent  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  1  being  Con¬ 
genital  Syphilis,  4  non-V.D. 

One  hundred  cases  of  Congenital  Syphilis  have  been  treated 
during  the  year. 

Close  co-operation  between  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres 
and  the  Clinic  is  essential  in  order  that  disease  may  be  discovered  in 
time,  and  that  expectant  mothers  may  obtain  treatment  before  the 
birth  of  the  child,  and  that  infected  children  may  obtain  treatment 
as  soon  after  birth  as  possible.  The  results,  as  already  indicated, 
in  the  former  class  of  case  are  excellent,  in  the  latter  class  results 
depend  on  the  interval  of  time  before  treatment  is  undertaken.  Early 
cases  do  well,  later  cases  are  liable  to  recurrence,  and  still  later  cases 
(after  school  age)  are  likely  to  suffer  from  some  disability  that  impairs 
the  working  capacity  of  the  individual  and  renders  him  or  her  in  many 
cases  a  burden  on  the  community. 

I  have  reported  to  my  Committee  that  further  accoinmodation 
is  urgently  required  at  the  Centre  as  otherwise  the  ideals  set  forth 
by  Lord  Trevethin’s  Committee  cannot  be  attained.

the  year  1922 

was  due  to  Influenza  and  Influenzal  Pneumonia,  which  caused  36 
deaths;  but  for  this  the  death-rate  would  have  only  been  4'1%  of  the 
cases  admitted. 

The  death-rate  for  1923  may  be  considered  satisfactory, 
especially  when  deduction  isi  made  on  account  of  12  deaths  due  to 
Tuberculosis,  thus  leaving  a  death-rate  for  General  Infectious  Diseases 
of  2' 2%  of  cases  admitted. 


Miss  A.  F.  O’Kane,  who  commenced  duty  as  Matron  in  June, 
1919,  resigned  in  October  1923,  in  Older  to  be  married.  She  fulfilled 
her  duties  as  Matron  with  credit  to  herself  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
Dr.  Thorp  and  myself.  Miss  F.  Harvey  was  unanimously  appointed 
by  the  Health  Committee  to  fill  Ihe  vacancy  thus  occurring,  in 
October,  1923.

Smallpox  was  again,  as  in  1922,  very  prevalent;  mostly,  it  is 
true,  in  a  very  mild  form,  and  with  a  low  mortality.  We,  fortun¬ 
ately,  had  no  case  in  the  Borough.,  although  your  Medical  Officer  saw 
several  oases  in  Southwick. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Chickenpox  was 
made  compulsorily  notifiable.  This  wa,si  an  important  step-,  as  every 
case  notified  was  visited  and  thus  we  were  able  to  know  that  no  case 
of  possible  Smallpox  was  missed.  From.  October  to  the  end  of  the 
year  359  cases  of  Chickenpox  were  notified.  It  may  have  been  thought 
that  a  great  deal  of  fuss  wasi  being  made  over  this  epidemic  of  mild 
Smallpox.  It  is  not  generally  known,  however,  that  the  history  of 
Smallpox  in  the  past  has  been  that  at  first  there  were  epidemics 
of  a.  mild  form  and  afterwards  these  were  succeeded  by  Smallpox  of  a 
virulent  and  fatal  type. 

It  isi  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  “  Conscientious  ”  objections  fell 
from  1,167  in  1922  to  574!  in  1923;  also  that  during  the  year  1923 
there  were  1,202  children  successfully  vaccinated  whose  parents  had 
previously  obtained,  exemptions.  In  a  really  well  vaccinated,  and  rei- 
vaccinated  community  there  need  be  no  fear  of  Smallpox.

Health  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Twenty-ninth  Annual 
Report  of  the  work  done  by  the  Inspectorial  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1923. 

The  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  by  the  District 
Inspectors,  including  appointments  and  advisory  visits  with  owners, 
agents,  or  tradespeople,  advising  as  to  official  requirements,  etc., 
inspections  and  re-inspections  of  premises  during  progress  of  work, 
total  39,524.  The  Workshops  and  Shops  Inspector  made  9,374 
inspections,  the  Food  Inspector  6,180,  and  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Inspector  5,999 — a  total  of  61,077.  (See  Tables  1,  6,  10',  15  &  17.) 

The  number  of  notices  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances 
under  the  various  Public  Health  Acts,  Local  Acts,  and  Bye-laws  was 
5,544;  of  these  1,492  were  Statutory  and  4,052  Preliminary  or 
Informal  notices.  In  addition,  a  large  number  of  nuisances  was  abated 
and  improvements  of  a  sanitary  nature  made  on  the  verbal  instruction 
or  advice  of  the  Inspectors.  (See  Table  2.) 

The  number  of  tests  applied  to  drains  was  903 ;  of  these,  771 
were  water  tests,  117  smoke  tests,  and  15  chemical  tests.  Applications 
were  received  from  113  owners  or  occupiers  to  have  the  drains  and 
sanitary  fittings  at  their  houses  examined  and  tested,  and  in  26  cases 
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6  4 

defects  were  found ;  reports,  with  recommendations  of  the  work 
necessary  to  put  the  premises  into  good  sanitary  condition  were  sent 
in  each  ca,se.  On  the  Inspectors’  suspicion  of  nuisance,  47  tests  were 
made,  19  of  which  confirmed  their  suspicions. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  at  the  office  was  554.  Of 
these,  30  complaints  were  of  overcrowding,  6  of  which  were  unfounded ; 
441  were  tenants’  complaints  of  dampness,  uncleanliness,  choked 
drains,  defective  water-closets,  and  general  dilapidations,  33  of  which 
were  prompted  either  by  neighbours’  quarrels  or  were  found  to  have 
been  abated  prior  to  the  Inspectors’  visit ;  the  remaining  83  being  of 
a  miscellaneous  nature  (15  unfounded). 

OVERCROWDING. 

Many  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  notified  by  the  Health 
Visitors  and  Tuberculosis  Nurses,  all  of  which  have  been  investigated 
and,  where  possible,  remedial  measures  suggested.  But  at  the  present 
time  it  is  impossible  to  enforce  compliance  with  the  Bye-laws  in  respect 
of  this  matter  owing  to  the  lack  of  housing  accommodation.

ALTERATIONS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  insanitary  privies  and  ashpits  abolished  during  the  past  year 
number  38.  These  were  replaced  with  washdown  water1  closets  and 
approved  ashbins. 

243  broken  or  otherwise  defective  water-closet  basins  were 
replaced  with  new  washdown  pedestal  basins;  635  feet  of  cast  iron 
drains,  6,874  feet  of  stoneware  drains  have  been  laid,  and  1,606  feet 
of  new  cast  iron  soil  and  ventilation  pipe  lived.  (Table  4.) 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  notifications  of  infectious  disease  included  325  Scarlet  Fever, 
as  against  431  in  1922';  Enteric  10,  as  against  3  the  previous  year. 
These  cases  were  visited  by  the  District  Inspectors  for  the  purpose  of 
inquiring  as  to  the  origin  of  the  disease,  arranging  for  the  removal 
of  the  patient  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  the  disinfecting  of  the  house, 
etc.  (Table  1.) 

The  work  performed  by  the  Disinfector  is  given  in  Table  28. 

HOUSING  ACTS,  1890  TO  1919. 

Four  Closing  Orders  have  been  made  during  the  year  and  the 
houses  are  still  being  occupied. 

Of  those  outstanding  last  year  (7),  3  have  been  determined,  3 
demolished,  and  1  discontinued  tot  be  used  as  a  dwelling-house  (it  was 
previously  a  workshop)  and  re-converted. 
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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES, 

These  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  with  one1  exception 
found  to  be  clean  and  well  conducted. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  Slaughter  Houses,  Butchers’,  Fish,  and  Fruit  shops  have 
been  systematically  inspected.  (Table  6.) 

I  aim  again  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  majority  of  the 
tradespeople  engaged  in  the  sale  of  food-stuff  si  seek  the  advice  of  the^ 
department  when  any  doubt  arises  as  to  the  fitness  or  otherwise  of 
their  goods  for  human  consumption  (occasionally  letters  of  caution 
have  to  be  sent)  and  voluntarily  surrender  any  on  the  assurance  of 
the  Inspectors  that  such  goods  are  unfit  for  human  food.  Reference 
to  Table  7  will  confirm  this. 


DAIRIES  AND1  MILK  SHOPS. 

The  Inspector  for  this  purpose  has  paid  great  attention  to  the 
Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshopsi  (including  Ice-cream  stores)  and 
has  regularly  inspected  them  with  a  view  to'  seeing  that  the  milk, 
etc.,  is  properly  stored  and  protected  from,  contamination,  and  to  see 
that  the  Regulations  are  observed. 

Frequent  visits  are  made  by  the  Inspector  to  the  railway  stations 
to  examine  milk  vessels  both  on  arrival  and  when  they  are  being 
returned  as  “  empties/’  to  ascertain  that  the  churns  are  in  good  order, 
i.e,,  that  the  lids  fit  so  as  to  prevent  dirt,  etc.,  gaining  admission  whilst 
containing  milk,  that  they  are  otherwise  suitable  for  containing  milk, 
and  that  all  empty  churns  are  properly  washed  and  scalded  before 
they  are  returned  to  the  farms  or  dairies.  In  this  connection,  10 
churns  containing  milk  were  found  to  have  ill-fitting1  lids,  defective 
fastenings,  or  were  otherwise  unsuitable;  and  19  empty  churns  were 
not  properly  cleansed  and  had  to  be  returned  to  the  last  user  to  be 
cleansed  before  being  permitted  to  be  sent  to  the  farmers. 

In  each  of  these  defaults  a  letter  of  caution  was  sent  to  the 
per  son  re  sp  on  sibl  e. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  premises  where  offensive  trades  are  conducted  number  153, 
which  include  approximately  119  fried  fish  shops.  (Table  9.) 

These  premises  are  regularly  inspected  and  every  effort  made 
to  ensure  that  the  particular  business  is  so  conducted  as  to  prevent 
or  mitigate,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  any  nuisance  arising  from  such 
business. 
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In  this  matter  I  have  again  to  emphasise  the  desirability  of  adopt¬ 
ing  the  powers  granted  by  Section  51  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
(Amendment)  Act,  1907,  with  regard  to  the  establishment  of  offensive 
trades,  and  of  new  bye-laws  being  adopted  for  regulating  these 
particular  trades  and  businesses.  This  would  prevent  the  annoyances 
and  grievances  of  residents  when  a  fried  fish  business  is  about  to  be 
established  in  their  neighbourhood. 


SHOPS  ACTS,  1912-13. 

The  number  of  visits  made,  and  the  variety  of  shops-  requiring 
*  inspection  under  the  above  Acts  (and  the-  special  closing  orders  in 
respect  of  various  trades  and  businesses  which  do  not  come  within 
the  scope  of  the  Shops  Acts)  to  see  that  the  various-  sections  were 
being  complied  with,  are  given  in  Table  15. 

The  irregularities  met  with  are  shown  in  Table  18. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  INSPECTION. 

The  number  of  visits  of  inspection  to  these  premises  was*  2,107, 
details  of  which  are  given  in  Table  17. 

The  notices  and  reports  from  the  Inspector  of  Factories  of  defects 
found  by  him  were  65 ;  and  58  communications  were  forwarded  to 
him  of  defaults  discovered  by  our  Inspectors  and  remediable  by  his 
department.  (Table  16.) 

The  number  of  factories,  registered  workshops,  domestic  work¬ 
shops  and  workplaces  is  given  in  Tables  20,  21,  22,  and  23. 


ANALYSIS  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

The  number  of  samples  purchased  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  was  350.  Of  these  146  were  purchased  in  accordance  with 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts;  the  remainder  (204)  being  informally 
purchased. 

Of  the  former,  121  were  certified  to-  be  genuine  and  182  of  the 
latter.  For  details  see  Tables  26  and  27. 


MILK  AND  CREAM  REGULATIONS. 

The  samples  taken  specifically  under  these  Regulations,  and  all 
samples  of  milk  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  were  also  examined  by  the  Analyst  tor  the  presence 
of  preservatives.  (Table  14.) 
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The  Inspectors  also  purchased  and  delivered  to  the  Bacteriologist 
for  examination  99  samples  of  milk,  200  samples  of  water  being 
collected  and  submitted  for  a,  like  purpose. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  report  to  the  Health  Committee  174 
persons  who  had  failed  to  comply  with  notices  served  upon  them  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  ;  and  the  Committee  gave  authority  to  institute 
legal  proceedings  for  non-compliance  with  the  said  notices. 

These  persons  were  then  informed  by  letter  and  advised  to  comply 
with  the  Committee’s  requirements,  with  the  result  that  3  summonses 
only  were  issued,  which  were  withdrawn  on  payment  of  the  costs  after 
the  service  of  the  •summonses  and  before  the  hearing  thereof. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  tender  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  the  continuance  of  their  confidence 
and  support;  and  to  the  staff  for  their  loyal  and  hearty  assistance  in 
the  discharge  of  the  onerous  duties  which  devolve  upon  them.
